Winnetka and 


Dalton Plans 


Are Explained 


Much has been written nnd said 


about newer educational systems, 
but there arc a very limited number 
of schools that arc doing anything 
that is absolutely new. Most schools 
arc being conducted on the tradi- 
tional plans. 


Originally instruction was done 


individually, but when the Laneas- 
torian system of group instruction 
was introduced from England all 
schools took it up because of its 
economical advantage and apparent- 
ly was accomplishing the same re- 
sults. 


From the study of individual dif- 


ferences, some of our educators are 
feeling that there should be incor- 
porated 
into 
the 
schools 
some 


scheme of 
individual 
instruction. 


But the economical side of educa- 
tion as well as the socialization 
must be faced, and it is thought 
that a combination of the two will 
some time, in the future be the re- 
sult of the present day experimen- 
tation. 


Two of the outstanding plans to- 


day giving emphasis on individual 
instruction are the Winnetka plan 
of Winnetka, Illinois, and the Dal- 
ton plan, which is being worked out 
in the Children's University School, 
New York City. 
We have read 


much of these plans, but one does 
not catch the true meaning and 
value until it has been explained by 
its originator. It was my privilege 
to hear these people at Dallas, 
Texas. 


Supt. Washburne of Winnetka ex- 


plained to us that his school was 
organized on the plan of making it 
possible for children to progress 
their ordinary school subjects as in- 
dividuals, each child mustering each 
unit of assigned work before going 
on to the next, neither hurried nor 
retarded by his fellows. 
This sys- 


tem eliminated both failures and 
repetition of grades and claims to 
increase rapidity of progress, better 
mastery of knowledge and skill in 
subjects, 
better 
success in high 


school, no additional cost, and far 
more opportunity for self expression 
and socialized activities. 


The superintendent described the 


technique of carrying out his plan 
of work as follows: 
(1) 
Specify 


exactly what knowledge and skill 
each child is expected to master; 
(2) Prepare or select complete diag- 
nostic tests, which will determine 
exactly where each child needs help 
or training; (3) Make the materials 
of instruction self-instructive, like 
correspondence lessons. 
In 
other 


words, it is, the business of this 
school to know what it is trying to 
teach, find out where the child needs 
help, and make it possible for the 
child to learn what he is expected 
to learn. It_-iH an attempt to fit the 
-sMiool To" Wie1'ia'm*tdu'aT*anre'rC'B«es 
of the children. 


The Dalton plan as outlined by 


Helen Parkhurst, principal of Chil- 
dren's University School, New York, 
is very much like the Winnetka 
plan in that it emphasizes individ- 
ual instruction, but adds that the 
school life should be organized on 
the same plan as community life. 


Individual differences are recog- 


nized and a unit of work is blocked 
out for each'child according to his 
ability and a contract is made with 
the child to complete this work in 
a specified time; the time being 
usually twenty days. 
When the 


child has completed this unit, ho 
passes on to the next step just as 
rapidly as he is able. 
A child is 


not1 permitted to take up the next 
step until he has completed the one 
he is working on and at a standard 
quality contracted by the pupil ant 
teacher. Time is given to each chil 
under the direction of a teacher in 
what 
she calls 
laboratory 
time 


Fere the child works on his own 
problem from his own interest anc 
ambition. A child may do much or 
little according to his own inclina 
tion. However, he is watched, anc 
if not accomplishing anything is 
directed to some other activity. 


Children are brought together for 


conference who have covered about 
the same ground and are given in 
struction and help in various sub 
jects, thus affording the socializnig 
influence of our traditional school 
Specific 
typewritten 
instructions 


are given to each child to cover th 
unit of work that he contracts to 
do, and has much freedom in work 
ing as fast or as slow in each sub- 
ject as he may bo inclined or has 
the speed and capacity to do. Each 
child inakes a graph of his accom- 
plishments in each subject which is 
before him. This way he sees and 
knows his own progress daily. The 
teacher inakes a parallel graph so 
that this gives a check upon the 
work done by the pupil. 


These .schools are being watched 


with 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
intercut 


throughout the world because they 
arc pioneers and of a new departure. 
For thin reason it is well that we 
know .something about them because 
if after they have been well tried 
out ami possess the merit claimed, 
they will affect 
our whole public 


schocl 
organization. 
Critics find 


weak plac.es in these plans, there- 
fore the safe thing to do is to wait 
further development.
